on route to (lialiam Islaml, uitlitlio 
o.\|iei'tation of tinding Miitablt^ land on 
wliii'li to seltle a minilier (d' farim^r.s 
frcini Kansas, who are anxious to leave 
that .Slale on account of tho failure ol 
crons from dry sumiiiers, eycloni's, hail 
Htornis, toinadoes, etc. .\lr. .Smith is 
now verging on three :u-orc and ten 
years, bin li.u been so iiiiieli rccuper- 
aled and rejiiven iled by his rosidcnco 
in I'iiitish (.'idumbia, tliat he miya ho 
feels i|lllte eipial to I'oughing it for a 
i^oiiplc of months on Queen Charlotte 
Island. 

Another party 'wortliy of notice is 
Mr. I.undlierg, who ia iiccompaiiied by 
liilic iiieii and two woiiien. They an- 
on their way lo the black cod or" skil 
lishing station, which is siluatod near 
I'uint Kuper, inakip Chaiiiiel, <jii the 
west coast of Moresby Island.

took the rest prisoners. The prisonei-H 
were aubseipiently ransomed by the 
IIuiIhou Ray Company, who worked 
the mine out to the sea coast, taking 
out of it about $12U0,()()I). Kooeiitly a 
ayndicale made an attempt to follow 
the IcNid under the sea liy means of u 
tunnel from llio shore, but aliaiitlonod 
tho atloiiipl, liiiiliiig it too costly.

A SAD REHEARSAL. 



A f.irty of School Children Fear- 
fully Burned 



While KehearsliiK a Chrlslmas Cantata- 
Two Huccuuih to Their Injuries and 
Others Will Die. 

DKTUorr, Mich, Dec. 20. — Thirty 
children in the Uldeu public school 
were rehearsing yesterday afternoon for 

a ('liristmaa cantata, wdiicli waa to have 
btoii ])iodiiccd this afternoon for their 
school mates and friends. The cliildroii 
were cosUiiiied in gauzy slulT and cot- 
ton batting. About twenty of them 
remained until C o'clock, when they 
Were having a rehearsal chorus. One 
of them held a candle close to the ac- 
companist an (hat ahe might more easily 
re;i(l her notes in tho growing darknesa, 
when' tho ciiudlo was knocked out of 
the hand and against the dresaea o^ the 
children iieareat, and then fell into a 
pile of inllammable stuti' near by. The 
costumea of the children caught 
tire instantly, and before the teaeh- 
era could put^ out the flames 
aixtecn of them wore badly burned, two 
fatallj' and three others so badly that 
they will die, and eleven others seri- 
oudy. The alarm brought the police 
ami hoapitid ambulances to tho scene 
'I'he building-did not catch, or the entire 
party might have been burned to death, 
.leiuiio I^mxion, aged \5, waa burned 
about tliVi body horribly, dying at niid- 
uiglit. liertha Moody, aged 12, was 
burned about the hips, head, arms and 
face, and died this morning, lieasio 
Uaniford, aged 14, was burned about 
the boily from the waist up, and will 
die. Carrie Westinate, aged l-l, had 
her hair burned off, and is given ui) by 
the ductora. In addition the following 
were badly burned: Carrie Rentlilf, aged 
l(), acvcrely burned about tho breusl 
and arms. Xellie Thatcher, aged I,'!, 
severely Inirned aliout the back and 
Iniiida. Cora Slierricki aged IH, burned 
aliout the hands aud right side of the 
face, and liessie .Seele}', aged 12, burned 
aiioul the arms and breast. Eilna Hol- 
land, aged I I, badly burned about tho 
bead, alioulders and hands. Maliel 
.Sillies, burned about the arms; Ceorgie 
Horner, aged 12, burned about tlie 
head ami face, aud severely bruised; 
.Alexander McMillan, hands severely 
burned; Kditli Wheeler, hair burned oti' 
and severely scorched about the faei- 
aiid iieek; .Mildred Ravel, aged l."i 
years, severely burned about tlio logs 
and chest; .leniiie Robiuson, aged 1(J, 
burned about the shoulders and on the 
left aide of the face, 

Tho scene during tlic panic was 
frightful, two of the little lads, named 
Wheeler and Alexander McMillan, 
pulling the burning coatuniea off tho 
children and the flags and draperiea 
from the walla, aud thua preventing the 
spreading of tlie flames. The ambul- 
ances conveyed the injured children to 
their homes.

the improssion that his previous letters 
were retliictions on tlie ^iajor'a conduct. 
He admits that Rarttelot only needed 
tho iiualities to be gained in no other 
way than by long experience 
.\frica, lo extricate liiiiiaelf 
friiin Ilia dilenima. He highly 
eulogizes the major's high i|iialities. He 
know that Uartellot was of an unfor- 
giving disjiosition and had intended to 
keep ill advance of liiiiisolf, but neceasi- 
ty coinpolled his being left behiml. 
liartelliil was ignorant of the language 
of the natives with him, nnd in whose 
territory ho was, and Stanley thinks 
the intoipreter may have ])layed him 
false, thus occasioning a coolness which 
was never liealod and w liicli led to his 
leatli.

ODT TO SKA. 

The Old Idaho Slips Olf tbe Kock and 
Drifts Down tbe Straits. - 

Karly yesterday morning marine men 
and merchants ou Wharf street were 
somewhat aurprisod to learn that tho 
old steamer Idaho, which everyone liad 
bandoned as a total wreck, had been 
loosened from her po.silion on Roaedale 
Reef by tbe heavy wind, slipped olf as 
neatly iis from a shipyarii's ways, and 
was once more afloat.

Thoughts of wreckage and the thous- 
ands which would reward the fortunate 
ones who first succeeded in stepping 
aboard tho wreck, flitted through a good, 
many brains, and enquiry for a steamer 
of any kind was at once made along the 
water front, but unsuccessfully. Every 
steamer waa buav aud away. 

Finally .Mcsara. R. P. Hitliet t Co. 
decided to send the Walla Walla out to 
capture the prize on her way to .San 
Franciaco at 1 o'clock. This was at 11 
a. m., and thinking that they would 
outwit tho big steamboat's people, two 
Bailing parties started out in the drizzly 
snow storm for the wreck. 

With a prize worth at a rough calcu- 
lation $,')0,000, both crews showed their 
best acamauahip ; but thoir mortifica- 
tion can bo imagined, when on the 
weather clcariug, they saw that the 
steamer Alert was also bound for the 
floating treasure. 

Seeing that it waa a useless trip for 
them, the sail-boats put back to Vic- 
toria, and the cannery steamer putting 
ou steam had a line ou board tho wreck 
at 1 o'clock. She was then drifting out 
from Williams' Head ; resting ou an 
even keel aa ateadily as in her 
brightest days. All her houses 
were standing as left by the 
wi-eckera, although thewater was washing 
over the upper decks. It was supposed 
that the leak bad in some unaccount- 
able manner been stopped, and tho 
wreck balanced herself in tlib water 
with tho weight of that iu hor hold, 

Havingmade fast the lines to her 
|irize, the Alert started back for Vic- 
toria. She soon, found,, however, that, 
with the tide turning to the ebb,tho wa- 
ter-logged wreck was much too heavy for 
the little steamer to handle. In fact, 
instead of tho Alert towing the Idaho 
in, the Idaho was quickly towing the 
Alert out to aea. 

Determined to hold on to hia prizu, 
the captain of the aleamor drifted with 
the wreck past Roscdale Reef, on 
which the steamer came to grief. Not 
long after the Race Rocks wore passed 
the Walla Walla paasod along, also 
looking for the "pick-up," and see- 
ing that the Alert could not nianago 
her, made a cash offer for a transfer. 

Deteriniued to have all or nothing, 
the oiler was oniphalically refuaed, and 
the Alert and the Idaho continued to 
drift until aboiil -( o'clock, wdieii the 
liiicH were slipped oil' and the vaniiuiah- 
ed ateamer returned to Victoria with 
sadness depicted on tho faces of all on 
board, wdiile the wreck jiassed out of 
sight with tho current at the rate of at 
least three miles an hour. 

After tho failure of the Alert had 
been reported, the Pilot determined to 
try her luck, and left at about 7 o'clock 
in tbe evening to patrol tbe .Straits, 
and, if nceessary, run out to sea iu 
(learoh of the prize. Her cajitaiu in- 
tends to try his engines, and it ho fulls 
ill with the wreck slie will be brought 
back to Victoria.

'I'lie teh-^'iani sent by llie I'reaideiit 
ol the N'uncoiiver IJoard uf U'raile to llie 
Miiiisler of tAiatoma reapeotuig the 
tJrdur iii-Uouncil is a apuciniuu of what 
the lioys cull "pure and unudultertited 
gall." There is not even a trace in itol 
modesty or of common sense. Tlie idea 
of the \'aiicoiiver Itoaril ol Tiaih.' taking 
upon i'Mclf Id rciiri'.-icnl llic lu'-sl inler- 
eats uf Canadian rilii|iiiiiig is c.xcci i Uiil;I j 
tioli. is there a single ship uwiie(.l in 
Vancouver city larger than a ferry lioat: 
'We doubt it. The interest that it has 
in Caitadiaii, or even liritisli Cohimbiuu, 
shipping can be representeil by a very 
small figure iudeeil. The ships siiiling 
in Uritisli (Joluinbia waters are chielly 
owned and controlled \>y N'ictoria sliip- 
owners and iiiercbanls. Their iiilcic-ii 
in the coasting trade of the pi-oviiice, as 
uompiu-i'd witli tliat of Vancouver busi- 
ness men, i.s as 100 to .001. The B. 
C. Hoard of Trade, having by far the 
largest iiitei-est in llie shiiiping of the 
province, has a good right to be hear d 
who) it. says .what ia or what , is not fa v - 
orabie to the coasting trade of >the pro- 
vince. And when the Vancouver Board 
of Trude takes tipoh itself to urge that 
regulations which Victoria ship owners 
declare are iinfavoiahle to the coa.sling 
trade ol the province should bo con- 
tinued, its uienibers make themselves 
ridiculous. It ia us if the street news- 
boys should undertake ' to decid« how 
tho papers they sell should be con- 
ducted. Tho boys have an interest in 
the papers, bat lui one for a inoiiiciit 
Buppuses that it is a conlnilliiig inter- 
est. Ill the same way the iiieinbcis of 
the Vancouver Uoard of Trade may 
have some kind of indirect interest in 
the coasting trade of the province, but 
it is so very small that it would take a 
Hti-oiig magnifying glass lo give it even 
the appearance of being resiieclable hi 
its proiiortions. 

The resoiulioii lelegruplied to Ottawa 
at the particular -time ■ in which it was 
sent is only one more indication of the 
ill-will wliieh some of the Vancouver- 
ites bear to this city. There are sonic 
iiicu ill the Terminiil City who hate 
Victoriii, and who m^vcr lii.se an opijui-. 
Lunity of iruihiciiig it and doing it an 
ill-turn. These men were lioliglil.nl 
when the coasting regulations were 
issued, and when it appeared; that the 
protests of the B. C. Board of Trade 
und tlie Victorii.

it has iici li^ht wliiitcvcr tu take iip.iii 
itself lo voice the opiiiiiin i,f iJriiisli 
Columbia ship owners.

rtlK RESCUE OF EMliS PASHA. 

I'roni Stanley's eorrespoudeiiee it 
>n)uld iippeiir that, ho was greatly em- 
barrassed by Emin Pasha's unwilling- 
ness to leave Wadelai. When after 
Ills wearisome iniirch .Stanley reached the 
lirovince under Ivnin's jurisilictioii be 
.'iiiinLl that neither hr nor liis principal 
illiciuls wanted to leave the country. 
H^nnin appe&red to be ia floarishing cir- 
ounisitances. But the appearances were 
JeceptiVBi Emin even then, April, 1S8S, 
was in ciroumstunces of great dilliculty. 
Ife was snrrouiidcd by traitors. Mr. 
.lephsoii whom Stanley left with ICiniii 
when he went west to look after his rear 
^aard,' reports that Emin's. troopB"had 
twicd mutinied previous to that time. 
H!e says : 

"The 1st Itattallou— about 700 rifles 
had lon'g been in' rehelUoii againat'the 
I'asha's aTithiority and 'had ' twice at- 
u-inpted to make hiin prisonei*. The 
Jiul liattnlion — about 650 rifles — though 
professedly loyal was insubordinate and 
iliiKiat uiiniiiniigeable. The I'ashii pos- 
■sesscd only 11 semi ila nee — a mere rug — 
lit authority, and if he reipiired any- 
thing uf iiiiportanue to be done lie 
■oulil no longer order — he was 
.ililiyeil to lieg — his oflicera to do it. 

"Xdw wliuii we were at X'salie, in 
May, IHSS, though the Pasha hinted 
t liat things wi,-; e a little dillicult in his 
■ ouiitiy, he never I-evealed to us tlie 
triu; state of things, which was actually 
desperate, iind we had not the slightest 
idea that any mutiny or ilisconteiiL was 
likely to arise amongst his people. We 
thought as most peo|ile in Kurope and 
lOgypt had been taught to believe by 
the Pusha's ow-ii letters and Dr. Jiiuck- 
er's later representations, that all his 
ditliculties arose frmii events outside his 
Country; .whereas, in point of fact, his 
real danger arose from internal dissen- 
sions. Thus we were led to place our 
trust in people M'liu were utterly uii- 
ivortliy our ccinliileiice or help, and 
who, instead of being grateful to us for 
wishing to help them, have from the 
very first conspired how to plunder the 
expedition aucl turn us adrift, and liiid 
t^ie mutineers, in their highly excited 
3tat6; been able to prove one single case 
of injustice or craolty or neglect of his 
peo]ile agiiiust the Pasb'a, b'e'wdatd.uiost 
a.ssuredly have lost his liife 'in this l^eb«T- 
lioii. " 

\'el altj^ugli Endn Pasha knew the 

men In: had lu deal with and upon what 
,L slenil.T llirr;,.! liis own life luiiig, he 
could nut bring himself to leave his mu- 
llnons and ungrateful ^ followers. As 
Mr. Jcphson says, Stanley while he re- 
iiiniued with Kinin Pa.shu after he liiid 
found him knew nothing of all this. He 
left him to find the pirt of the e.tpedi- 
lion which had remained lieliinil witli- 
uut a misgiving. Bui his l.-ack hud 
Imrdly been turned when what Emin 
might liave expected to hoppen at any 
time, took place. His (illiceis miitiiiicil 
iiiii lijnk lilm and Mr. Jcplisou jirismieis. 
,\s far as iiumali sagacity could iliscei n 
!iis life ilepi'iiileil uixm llm capi ice of a 
iiuiuher of rascally senii-harbarians, who 
were deterred by, no scruples from 
doing what they believed it to be their 
interest to do. Aitd were it not fdr the 
(iomnion " soldicris who loved the man 
who had treated llieni Justly and liu- 
iiiaiicly hi- wniilil li.-ive lii-cn foully inur- 
ilel-ed. After tlu; .sotllciiieii I had been 
:itli.cked by the-fidloweis of the .\Iahdi 
they insisted upon the Pasha being 
liberated. But although he was to n 
eertaiii extent free, he never after that 
itteinptedto resume his mithurlty. 

I ' won while he was in the coiulitiiiii 
' if -icini-captivity that Stanley ri-lurneil 
Iioiii tile west, ami licaril In liis aiiiio'.e- 
iiient piu-t ot what had taken [iliiee dur- 
ing his absence, He, us soon as he was 
id)le, put himself in comnniniuation with 
Mr. .Irphsdii. Ho foiiiiil through that 
..;riit leiii.ni that, in spite of the way in 
which he had liron licatcil mid all he 
IkcI siilleied at the liainls .,f the men 
whom he had trusted and who bad 
aworn to obey hlni, he was still unwill- 
ing to leave the country. Stanley had 
lo beseech him to be - rescued. "Seiiti- 
incut," aa Mr. Jopliladn said, "is the 
I'a.sliii's worst e lomy, no one keeps 
ihiiin I'aslia liark liiil I'hiiiii Pasha liiin- 
:i.-lf." .Si.iiilcy was 11 iider the necessity 
lit ii.siii;; very strong language hefori' he 
•imld pii;viiil 11)11111 Kiniii lo join hini. 
"1 could Hiive," he wrote in ii letter to 
.lephsnii, "a ilo/.en Piiahas if they were 
willing to lie saved. . . Ueie I am, 
ifler I, KMI miles of travel, with the lust 
instalment of relief. Let him who i.H 
authorized to take, take it. Cuiuc, I 
am ready to lend hitn ' all my utrcngtli 
and wit to assist hion; * But .thisv time; 
there must be no hesitation, but positive 
•yon' or 'nay,' und hnnio wo go." 

.Siiuio time after this ICiiiin canic to 
Stanley's camp, which was ut a place 
eidlcil Kavallis, but even- then ho had 
not (piite made up his mind. He hud 
with hini some of those precious Egyp- 
tians who hud troatod him so troacher- 
mialy, und who expressed a desire to 
uiiirch to the sea with Stanley. They 
had curtain preparations to make, and 
wanted Stanley to wuif.. Hu evidently 
illd not like thu prospect of trusting 
hinisolf mid his men to such a sot of 
seuundreli os ho ovidontly boliovcd 
lliom to be, but ho proinisod to wait a 
I'cuHonablo time for them. lie cou- 



suited Emin ^^Ka and' his own cifloers 

as to vvhnti should be conaidcro.l a 
reasonable tiiuo; and they agreed that 
twenty days was long enough to permit 
Selim Boy and his nioa to make all 
neceasary preparations. After wait- 
ing thirty, days, a steamer arrived 
wilh a letter from Sclim say- 
ing that tho whole garrison, rebels 
and all, had made up their minds to go 
oast under Stanley's escort and signifiod 
that there were preparations to make 
whiuh Stanley calculated would t4ikc 
three iiionths. He describes Emin 
Pasha OS deligliied,,with tho "good 
nowu." But Stanley took cpiito a dif- 
lercnt view of tho situation, and in re- 
ply ■ to Emin's (picstiou what 
ho had delcrniined u|)nii un- 
der tho new aspect of all'airs, 
ho called a council of war consisting of 
all tlie leading nhite men of the expo 
dition. He said he would leave the do 
c'lsion with them and tnade a long 
speech, in which he risliearsod all that 
bad hiippcned since he arrived in the 
country, He left his hearers under 
mi-sapprajieasion-Mito what he thought 
of ScUin 'Bdy ^lnd tiie men lie coin- 
iiuinded, and what he thought of the 
proposal to wait untilitsuited their con- 
voniencu to leave thocountry. The speech 
was a very vigorous one indeed, and 
turned out to bo very effective, for the 
iinanintojUsrdejQlaionof the council was 
to march on the (day appointed, April 
ll)*,h. Kven thou Emin Pasha had his 
inisgiviuga, and naked his deliverers if 
I hey could, in their consciences, iic(|uit 
iiim of having iibandoned his people 
supposing tlioy ahould not arrive by tho 
1 0th of April t Their answer was "most 
certainly." Still Emin Pasha was not 
(uite s.itisfied, and re(iuircd to be ar- 
gued out of his scruples. Stanley, how 
ever, on the lOth of April, set out or 
his journey east, his company number 
iug, nil told, about 1,500. At the last 
v ery few, of . the ten thoiisand people for 
u hoae welfare Emin Pasha was ready lo 
sacrifice liberty and life, were willing to 
follow him, Ho was deserted by nearly 
all tlio.se with whom he had spent thir- 
teen years of his life ; as Stanley says 
•' neither ollicers, soldiers nor servants 
w ore ready to follow him." It was not 
until he found himself deserted by 
nearly »U of those on whose gratitude 
and whoise service he had a claim that 
ho WHS prevailed upon to leave .-Mrica,
